FRANKFURT, Germany, Nov. 9 
(AP)—A canvas-covered United 
States Army truck rolled up to the 
pillared, bomb-scarred Reichsbank 
in Frankfurt yesterday, and four 
Germans—bundled up against the 
cold in shabby, worn clothes— 
climbed in. Two G.I, guards clam- 
bered after them. 

In this ordinary street scene of 
present-day Germany, American 
authorities began transferring to 
Nuernberg the master minds of 
Nazi Germany’s industrial war ma- 
chine for the forthcoming second 
war crimes trials. 

The oldest of the worried-look- 
ing Germans was Friedrich Flick, 
a German armament maker whose 
secrecy-cloaked name until re- 
cently was unknown abroad and 
among millions of Germans, The 
others were his son and aids. 

American officials described 
Flick as “the greatest single power 
behind the Nazi war machine,” a 
power far bigger than Krupp and 
one-time possessor of an industrial 
empire worth $520,000,000. 

Brief Announcement,

SPAIN ANNOUNCES ARREST 
OF GROUP FOR CONSPIRACY 


MADRID, Nov. 9 (AP)—A Span- 
ish police announcement last night 
said an unspecified number of per- 
sons who sought to organize 
“something like armed forces of 
the Spanish republic” had been ar- 
rested in Barcelona. 

The announcement said the per- 
sons “belonging to the so-called 
Republican army” planned _ to 
create “units of battalion type” 
and claimed to sympathizers that 
they had the “support of the civil 
guard, the armed police and even 
the general staff.” 

When the arrests were made, 
the announcement said, the con-

William J, Miller, president of 
the Coal Exchange of St. Louis, 
and James A. Worsham, execu- 
tive secretary of the St. Louis 
Coal Merchants’ Association, told 
the Post-Dispatch they expect an 
in.crease of about 25 cents a ton, 
to offset dealers’ higher labor and 
operating costs. E. J. Wallace, 
veteran coal dealer, said he thought 
wholesalers would advance prices 
10 to 15 cents and retailers 25 
to 50 cents a ton, 

A study of retail coal prices in 
St. Louis during the last 20 years 
shows that, while prices have sky- 
rocketed since the lows of the 
depression years, the coal prices 
in 1926 were about the same as 
they are today. 

For instance, in 1926 Franklin 
county coal and other higher grade 
Illinois fuels, cost domestic con- 
sumers in St. Louis from §7 to 
$8.25 a ton. The present OPA 
ceiling for the best grade [Illinois 
stoker coal, the form in which it 
must now be used under the city’s 
smoke ordinance, is $7.86 a ton. 

The so-called Belleville coals, 
however, cost from $5.25 to $6 a 
ton in 1926, or 11 to 27 per cent 
less than the $6.66 OPA ceiling on 
this grade stoker coal today. West 
Virginia smokeless coal, a type 
required by the smoke ordinance 
for use in hand-fired furnaces, 
cost $13 a ton in 1926, or 14.6 per 


cent more than the present OPA 
ceiling of $11.34 a ton. 

Efficiency Offset Higher Cost. 

R. F. Wood, executive director 
of the Solid Fuel Institute, said 
mechanization of the mines and 
imaproved production efficiency in 
the last 20 years had offset, to a 
large extent, higher labor costs at 
the mines and increased freight 
rates. This, he said, accounts for 
the fact that prices today are 
about the same as in 1926.

Prices in 1939. 

By 1939, the year prior to en- 
actment of the city’s present 
smoke law, the price on Frank- 
lin county an@ comparable coals 
rose to $650 a ton, which is 
about 20 per cent less than the 
OPA ceiling on the best grade 
stoker coal. Seven years ago lesser 
grades of Illinois coal were still 
available for as little as $3.50 a 
ton. A user of the cheapest coal 
in 1939 must now pay 90 er cent 
more a ton for the most inexpen- 
sive stoker coal, if he has con- 
verted his furnace for mechan- 
ical firing. 

West Virginia smokeless coal 
sold for $9.25 in 1939, or 22.5 per 
cent less than the cost today. 
However, if the user of this type 
fuel seven years ago converted to 
a stoker after adoption of the 
smoke ordinance, he now obtains 
a saving of $1.39 a ton, or 15 
per cent, by using the best grade 
stoker coal, or a saving of $2.59 
a ton, or 28 per cent, by using 
the less expensive stoker coal. 

The dealers point out that the 
increase’ heating costs of the 
average St. Louis domestic coal 
consumer cannot be accurately 
computed by merely determining 
the difference in fuel costs a ton. 
They assert mechanical! firing has 
materially improved burning effi- 
ciency and reduced aggregate con- 
sumption for the season. Also 
the washing of coal today re- 
moves considerable incombustible 
matter, giving consumers greater 
potential heat a ton than before. 


Causes for Rise in Last Years. 

The average heating costs have 
increased in the last five years, 
because of higher freight rates 
and the steady rise in labor costs, 
as shown by the rise in OPA ceil- 
ings. The increase amounts to 
12 to 15 per cent on Illinois coals 
and 12 per cent on West Virginia 
cual, the two principal types used 
by domestic consumers in St.

The National Association of | 
Home Builders, which sent a 
committee to confer today with 
Wyatt, recommended that priori- 
ties also be abandoned as “in- 
effectual.” Priorities apply to 
about 50 materials, such as lum- 
ber, plywood, flooring, radiators 
and bath tubs. 

The impact of removing price 
controls will be less serious, Wy- 
att said, than it would have been 
without an “unprecedented in- 
crease” in materials production 
and a “near record” volume of 
housing begun under the veterans’ 
program, But nobody should min- 
imize the troubles ahead, he said. 


Remaining wartime government 
controls over business and con- 
sumers include: 

Rationing—Sugar. 

Prices—Sugar, rice and rents. 

Housing—Rent control continues 
in 650 rental areas, including 88 
new ones added Oct. 31. The 
Housing Administration can set 
sales price and rental limits on 
new houses built with priorities 
assistance and can channel ma- 
terials and equipment to veterans 
housing. 

Construction — Non - residential! 
construction limitations continue. 

Allocations—Civilian Production 
Administration continues to allo- 
cate supplies of scarce materials 
such as antimony, lead, tin, and 
natural rubber. It also has con- 
trol over installation of tele- 
phones. 

Distribution—CPA controls dis- 
tribution of textiles and clothing 
and such scarce items as strep- 
tomycin, penicillin, potash, and 
chinchona bark. 

Production — CPA controls pro- 
duction of yarns needed for low- 


»| cost clothing and for certain in- 


dustrial uses. 

Inventories——-CPA can act to 
prevent hoarding of commodities 
by producers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers. 

Consumer Credit — Limitations 
continue on installment buying.

liberately to force decontrol by 
depriving consumers of essen- 
tial goods or manufacturers of 
essential materials. This with- 
holding is becoming so serious 
as to threaten key segments of 
the economy with paralysis. 
The real basis of our difficulty 
is the unworkable price control 
law which the Congress gave us 
to administer. Tne plain truth 
is that, under this inadequate 


‘law, price control has lost the 
popular support needed to make 
it work. At best, the adminis- 
tration of price control is an ex- 
traordinarily difficult and com- 
plex business and it can work 
successfully only if the people 
generally give it their support. 


We have now reached the point 
where many of our shortages have 
disappeared and in many other 
areas supply is rapidly approach- 
ing demand, In the 15 months 
since V-J day, the stabilization 
program has preserved a large 
measure of general economic sta- 
bility during a period in which 
explosive forces would otherwise 
have duced economic disaster. 
In fact, the situation is far more 
favorable for the return to a free 
economy today than it was when 
the present badly weakened sta- 
bilization law was finally enacted 
by the Congress. 


Nevertheless, some shortages 
remain and some prices will ad- 
vance sharply when controls are 
removed. We have, however, al- 
ready seen what consumer re- 
sistance can do to excessive 
prices. The consumers of Amer- 


ica know that if they refuse to 
pay exorbitant prices, prices will 
come down, Wholesalers and re- 
tailers alike are aware of the 
danger of accumulating inven- 
tories at prices so high that 
they cannot be confident of re- 
selling at a profit, Manufactur- 
ers, thinking of their future 
markets, will hesitate to raise 
prices unreasonably. In_ short, 
the law of supply and demand 
operating in the market place 
wili, from now on, serve the 
people better than would con- 
tinued regulation of prices by 
the Government, 


The reasons which impel the 
lifting of price controls are not 
applicable to rents: Housing is 
desperately short and will con- 
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materials away from housing 
and defeat the objectives of the 
program, The removal of price 
ceilings on building materials 
will obviously necessitate a 
change in the approach to some 
of the problems in the housing 
program, I am asking the hous- 
ing expediter to report to me 
promptly in this regard. We 
must continue an aggressive 
program of building homes and 
apartments for veterans.

High production removes the 
hazard of inflation and brings 
prices within the reach of the 
mass market. Wage rates not 
justified by labor productivity 
and prices not justified by man- 
ufacturers’ costs may bring the 
illusion of prosperity. In the 
long run, however, good wages, 
full employment and _ sound 
business profits must depend 
upon management and workers 
co-operating to produce the 
maximum volume of goods at 
the lowest possible price, 

Today's action places squarely 
upon management and labor the 
responsibility for working out 
agreements for the adjustment 
of their differences without in- 
terruption of production.

“We shall continue to strive 
for our ideals of peace and to 
lift the heavy burden of arma- 
ments from the people of the 
world, But I emphasize that 
disarmament cannot be unilat- 
eral, and that while general con- 
fidence and security are being 
established in the world we 
must maintain our defense 
forces and remain strong. The 
lesson of the inter-war period 
was that disarmament must 
march hand in hand with the 
establishment of a general sys- 
tem of security. But when such 
a system has been established 
we must make our contribution 
to the forces needed for its 
preservation, 


“Meanwhile, the basic policy of 
His Majesty's government is now, 
as it always has been, to work 
for the restoration of the world 
and the establishment of pros- 
perity, peace and tranquillity, in 

closest co-operation with all coun- 
tries and particularly, I need 
hardly say, with the Soviet Union 
and the United States who have 
it in their power to make so large 
a contribution to these great ob- 
jectives, 

“In Europe the key to prosper- 
ity, peace and tranquillity will be 

the settlement of Germany, and 
I commend to you and the citi- 
zens of this country the careful 
study of the plan set out in the 
House of Commons debate. It has 
two objectives, 

‘One is to allow the German 
people to use their great indus- 
trial ability so that they can main- 
tain themselves and contribute to 
the standard of life of Europe and 
the world, We cannot have a 
cess-pool of cheap underfed and 


e 


exploited labor in the middle of 
Europe which may bring down 
our standard of life unless we 
act with gréat care. 
“But secondly in doing this we 
must preserve our security and 
that of our allies. These Bw 
tries must not again be allowed 
to become an arsenal to be used 
by a new Germany to attack 
their neighbors or to promote 
another war and it is this fine 
balance that has to be so care- 
fully worked out and the right 
controls established. 
“T have often felt that there was 
not sufficient cohesion between 
our financial policy and security 
matters between the two wars. 
This time anything we do in the 
realm of the reconstruction of 
Germany must take into account 
all the factors and particularly, I 
repeat, security. Surely if ever 
there was a problem that merits 
the wise co-operation of Allied 
statesmen without bickering, with- 
out ideological considerations, ex- 
cepting that we all agree that Ger- 
many must be democratic, this is 
one 

‘Hope of European Peace. 
“We have given consideration 
to all the possibilities, We have 
put forward our plan, We are 
willing that it should go on the 
anvil of discussion. We hope that 
there may result a European sys- 
tem which will give peace and con- 
fidence for generations to come, 
“The creation of a Europe in 
which its many nations may 
henceforth live in peace togeth- 
er, enjoying together its match- 
less heritage of thought and cul- 
ture is essential to the peace of 
the world and the settlement of 
the future of Germany is a cru- 
cial factor in the solution of the 
problem, 
“IT have spoken of some of our 
difficulties, frankly as is my duty, 
but I would not have you think 
that we are in any way daunted 
or depressed. On the contrary this 
past year has been one of great 
encouragement. 
“We are showing in peace as 
well as in war how mistaken are 
those who think that democracies 
are feeble and weak. We have 
seen our nation setting the world 
an example in the smooth and 
efficient turn over from war to 
peace. We have seen our em- 
ployers and workers setting to 
work with extremely little indus- 
trial strife to build up again the 
structure of our’ peace economy, 
We have seen the people of this 
country showing a great under- 
standing of the inevitability of the 
continuance of discomforts, 


Social and Economic Program. 


“We have seen a young and 
vigorous Parliament showing the 
world how under conditions of 
full and free discussion great 
projects of social reform and eco- 
nomic reconstruction can be 
passed into law. 

- “We are an old civilization with 
a great history. We remember 
the past, but our eyes are set on 
the future. We have shown 
throughout our history a great 
power of adapting ourselves to 
new conditions and thus remain- 
ing young in spirit. We see new 
horizons opening before the hu- 
man race, fraught with danger, 
but full of great possibilities for 
good, 

“We can draw from our great 
heritage of the past inspiration 
for the future. I would say with 
John Milton; 

“‘Methinks I see in my mind 
a noble and puissant nation rous- 
ing herself lke a strong man 
after sleep, and shaking her in- 
vincible locks; methinks I see her 
as an eagle mewing her mighty 
youth, and kindling her undazzied 
eyes at the full midday beam.’”

One store executive said he ex- 
pected moderate price rises on 
most articles, but that restoration 
of normal competition would re- 
sult in an early leveling off. Man- 
ufacturers are agreed that a sky- 
rocketing of prices, due to tempo- 
rary shortages, would be “the 
worst thing that could happen,” he 
said. 

One local authority on retail 
trade, who asked that his name 
not be used, said he was satis- 
fied that reliable merchants would 
not take advantage of the lifting 
of controls other than to apply 
markups in line with pre-OPA 
practices, 

“One of the greatest evils of 
OPA from the retailers’ stand- 
point,” he said, “was its elimina- 
tion of the ‘historic markup’ prin- 
ciple, that is, the application of a 
markup which experience had 
shown was essential for the dealer 
to stay in business.

F. C., Woermann, president of 
the Woermann Construction Co.

“There is no question in my mind 
that more materials will start 
flowing into the market with price 
decontrol. There will be higher 
prices, of course, but I believe the 
law of supply and demand will 
soon operate to bring them down.” 

Duke said the new order would 
not help the veterans’ housing 
program unless the present price 
limit of .$10,000 is revised upward 
to meet increased costs. “The 
prices are already too high for 
the average young man. just get- 
ting started and I believe more 
could be accomplished by remov- 
ing present restrictions on home 
building so that persons with 
funds to build could do so and 
thus make much existing housing 
available for veterans to rent or 
buy.”

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ROCHESTER IS WITHOUT 
PAPERS: WAGE DISPUTE 


Printers Term It Lockout— 
Engravers Refuse to 
Make Plates. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 9 
‘AP)— The state’s third largest 
city was without a daily news- 
paper today as a result of a wage 
dispute between mechanical em- 
ployes and the management of the 
two newspapers of the Gannett 
group. 

The walkout, termed a “lock- 
out” by the AFL International 
Typographical Union, was fol- 
lowed by another work stoppage 
in the photo-engraving depart- 
ment where day shift employes 
contended they had been “fired” 
after declining to make plates of 
any material not ordinarily 
handled in that department. 

A management spokesman as- 
serted members of the AFL Inter- 
national Photo-Engravers Union 
had violated their contract by re- 
fusing to produce plates (for 
photo-engraved editions. The union 
asserted the company had vio- 
lated the contract by failing to 
give the engravers a week's no- 
tice. 

The dispute threatened to inter- 
rupt publication of six additional 
Gannett newspapers in five other 
upstate cities, but the manage- 
ment reported all member papers 
with the exception of the Roches- 
ter Democrat & Chronicle and 
the Rochester Times-Union had 
published on schedule today. 

Members of Rochester local 15 
of the Typographical Union voted 
last night to reject wage pro- 
posals of the management. Offi- 
cials said the union considered 
the work stoppage a “lockout” 
because members had found the 
proposals “unfavorable.” They 
said the union membership had 
voted 179 to 4 in favor of a strike 

The company declared demands 
of the printers were “exorbitant 
and out of line with pay in cities 
of comparable size,” The union 
had asked for $80 for 37% hours 
a week on the day shift end $88 
for night work. Under terms of 
the contract which expired last 
Aug. 1 the scale was $58 and $63 
respectively. 

Alternate proposals presented 
by the management offered print- 
eps $70 a week for day work and 
$75 for. nights, or $74 days and 
$79 nights with the provision the 
Typographical Union members 
would waive future sharing in 
company profits. 

The proposal that printers waive 
the profit-sharing was described 
as “discrimination” by the union

HIGH PRICES DEPRIVE CHILDREN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP)— 
The CIO said tonight a survey of 
workers in basic manufacturing 
industries shows that rising living 
costs are depriving ¢hildren of 
“badly needed food.” 

“Once again economic status 
rather than _ considerations of 
health and social welfare are de- 
termining the needs of many 
American children,” said Kermit 
Eby, CIO research and education 
director in an announcement of 
the survey. 

The survey said 78 per cent of 
the families polled are buying less 
milk (4.1 less quarts a week), 8&9 
per cent less butter, 72 per cent 
less eggs, and 84 per cent less 
clothing. 

It said 60 per cent of the fam- 
ilies have “been forced to dig int® 
their savings in order to meet 
current costs of living.” It added 
that 71 per cent of the families 
had $300 or less in savings.

Being the father of one of those un- 
fortunate boys who made the supreme 
sacrifice during the “Battle of the 
Bulge,” I feel that I have the right to 
direct attention to what appears to me 
a gross injustice to the memory of our 
dead heroes. 

The Armed Forces Leave Act of 1946 
makes compensation available to living 
ex-service men and women only: bene- 
ficiaries and dependents are excluded. 

True, the Government did provide six 
months’ gratuity pay in cases where 
death occurred during military service; 
yet no mustering-out benefit was paid 
where death occurred before final dis- 
charge; neither was the Government 
subjected to any additional expense in 
so far as vocational training and other 
GI benefits are concerned. 

Certainly the boys who gave their 
lives had a lot of unused leave due 
them, just as did the living ex-service 
men and women. Is it fair, therefore, to 
deny this remuneration to their benefi- 
ciaries and dependents? Would it not 
be well for our lawmakers to remember 
the services which our dead heroes con- 
tributed?

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Stalemates 


For the fourth time since 1900, the country 
has presented itself with a politically-divided 
national government. Beginning next January, 
a President of one party will deal with a Con- 
gress controlled by the other party. 

Is there no choice but a two-year deadlock 
between the White House and Capitol Hill while 
the parties maneuver for position in the 1948 
presidential race? 

Taft in 1911 was the first among recent Presi- 
dents to lose control of Congress. For the sec- 
ond half of his term, his party retained a ma- 
jority of the Senate, but the Democrats ran the 
House with 229 members to the Republicans’ 
160. 

Although the opposition went so far as to 
hold up necessary appropriations, most of Taft’s 
battling with the Democrats centered around the 
historic tariff issue. Hitting at the Payne- 
Aldrich Act of 1909, the new Congress put 
through bills providing a farmers’ “free list” and 
lowering rates on Eastern manufactures, cot- 
ton goods, chemicals, iron and steel. Taft vetoed 
them all. He also vetoed the exemption of trade 
unions from the antitrust laws. These vetoes 
only increased his unpopularity. When he ran 
for re-election in 1912, he carried two states, 
Vermont and Utah. 

- * ° 

Wilson, after holding the House only nar- 
rowly in 1916, lost it in 1918, which saw the 
election of 239 Republicans to 191 Democrats. 
Wilson lost the Senate, as well, by the hairline 
margin of one seat. Fortunately, his program of 
reform legislation, embodied in the “New Free- 
dom,”* had been enacted in the first term. The 
business of the second term was chiefly inter- 
national relations with Europe at war, then par- 
ticipation in the war and finally efforts at a 
peace that would last. 

It was, of course, with respect to the peace 
that the loss of Congress hurt Wilson most and 
in the end defeated his cause. The story of the 
knifing of the League of Nations by the envious 
Henry Cabot Lodges and the bitter Hiram John- 
sons is so familiar that it only needs to be men- 
tioned here for the record. A politically-divided 
government made possible that act of partisan- 
ship. 

There were other conflicts between Wilson 
and the hostile Congress, though they are in- 
significant in comparison. The opposition raised 
the tariff on farm products. It ended national 
daylight saving. It passed the Volstead dry law. 
Wilson vetoed all three bills and the two latter 
were passed over his veto. For the last year he 
was a sick man, broken in body and little seen. 
He was in no condition either to‘ lead or to per- 
suade Congress, much less to do battle with it. 

* 7 * 

Hoover was even less of a politician than 
either Taft or Wilson. He was utterly lacking 
in quick political insight or resourcefulness when 
the stock crash touched off the depression and 
the country, in turn, in the 1930 election, cen- 
sured his mishandling of the resulting problems. 
He was by nature unsuited to deal with a Senate 
which hig party held for organization purposes

by only one vote and with a House which the 
Democrats controlled, 218 to 214. 

Moreover, Hoover had made the gross blunder 
of approving the Hawley-Smoot tariff in the 
face of the widely supported denunciation of it 
by more than 1000 of the nation’s economists. 

Too many Democrats favored protection for 
certain products for them to propose any sub- 
stantial reductions in the tariff after they took 
over the House. They did, however, pass a bill 
to transfer the authority to make changes from 
the White House to the Capitol. This Hoover 
vetoed. Congress proceeded to even the score. 
When Hoover asked for a manufacturers’ sales 
tax, it was rejected. When he proposed the re- 
duction of veterans’ allowance payments to ease 
the Treasury burden, it was turned down. 

. ” . 

But Hoover’s worst mistake was failing to 
see how serious the economic plight of the coun- 
try had become. Congress, far ahead of him 
on this, presented a large-scale public works pro- 
gram. Hoover vetoed it with unemployment 
stalking the land. After a protracted battle, a 
compromise relief measure was enacted. In all 
of this warring with Congress, no Democrat was 
harder on the Republican in the White House 
than Republican Senator Borah. 

Throughout the House, Democrats under 
Speaker Garner were alert to every political 
opportunity. With his eye on 1932, Charles 
Michelson, Democratic press relations chief, was 
busy as a beaver to see that all of Hoover's bad 
breaks got into the,newspapers. Even so, it is 
clear that the Hoover stalemate was more than 
the product of a government divided politically. 
The probability is that there would have been 
almost as much pulling and hauling with Con- 
gress if the Republicans had held the House, 

. . . 

Such is a summing-up of the Taft, Wilson and 
Hoover stalemates, It was with this record in 
mind that this newspaper, among others, warned 
the voters that a Republican Congress could pro- 
duce another stalemate, inherent in the elasticity 
of our governmental system. 

Now, however, that the country Is faced with 
what may be called a dual government, Congress 
and the President should do their utmost to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the mistakes of the past. 

The next two years will surely witness the 
playing of 1948 presidential politics, but per- 
haps both the Administration and the congres- 
sional leaders will find it expedient to vie with 
each other in the enactment of good measures, 
rather than to act as mutual wrecking crews. 

We have an example of fine co-operation on 
foreign policy, with Republicans following the 
presidential lead of Roosevelt and Truman. In 
return, the President might lend himself, so far 
as conscientiously possible, to congressional poli- 
cies on domestic affairs. In doing so, he would 
only be bowing to the popular will. 

History has a nasty way of repeating Itself. Is 
it too much to hope that, in the next two years, 
it will have a pleasant way of reversing itself? 
Maybe, too, the best practical politics for both 
parties lies in that direction.

Heil, Columbia! 


It all began when a young man named Homer 
L. Loomis went to Georgia from New York and 
got a job in an Atlanta sandwich grill. Fellow 
workers recall him as a “hell of a hard worker 
who would stop in the middle of making a sand- 
wich to shout, ‘Damn the Jews!’” 

Loomis had every asset for his work but the 
little mustache. He had a cause. He felt like 
a messiah. He devised a uniform. He believed 
that “people love uniforms . .. pageantry... 
hypnotic speakers.” He had a program: “an 
American nationalist state,” “a one-race nation,” 
by which he would deport Negroes to Africa, So 
“I gave up everything, even my wife and chil- 
dren, to prepare myself for this movement to 
save the world.” 

Therefore he formed a small group of young 
men (he claimed 5400 members) into the Colum- 
bians, Inc. Sporting a red lightning flash insig- 
nia, like that of the Hitler Jugend, they set out 
to win control of the nation, They did it by dem- 
onstrating against a Negro family who had moved 
into a house formerly occupied by whites. They 
provoked a riot with Jewish war veterans. They 
presented a medal to a young punk who, police 
said, blackjacked a Negro. 

All this was to the tune of a fervid shout, 
"Hail, Columbia!” 

But why in Georgia? It could be said that 
skunkweed grows in fetid soil, Here is a state 
which has produced a series of KKKs, Black 
Shirts, Supreme Kingdoms, White Bands and 
other signs of native Fascism under sheet or 
shirt. Here is where a minority again has named 
the ranting Gene Talmadge Governor, on his 
promise of white supremacy, union-busting and 
protection for the Klan, 

Yet that’s not Georgia—not all of it. Gov. Ar- 
nall’s administration gave leadership to men of 
decency, Atlanta is ashamed of the Columbians. 
Loomis was arrested for inciting a riot. 

The rest of the nation is interested, and not 
self-righteous. It also has produced occasional 
evidence of Fascism, From vainglorious program 
to street brawls, the Columbians are a petty bur- 
lesque of a crowd of Brown Shirts. But they 
should be stopped there. That’s up to Georgia. 
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Young Men With a Red Feather 


Many young men now decorated with a red 
feather not long ago were decorated with cam- 
paign ribbons. The veterans who are collect- 
ing for the Community Chest drive represent a 
striking kind of reconversion story, for the Chest 
is a campaign too. Probably these men never 
took part more willingly in one. But right now 
they must be wondering if the rest of St. Louis 
sees it that way. 

Maybe the community sees the whole thing 
as statistics. The goal is $4,730,000; 100 organ- 
izations need the money; it has taken 13 days to 
reach just 48 per cent of it. What the figures 
add up to is that the campaign is lagging. 

The young men who work voluntarily with the 
red feather don’t think of the Community Chest 
drive as a matter of statistics. They think of a 
little institution out on Partridge street known 
as St. Domenico’s Italian Orphan Home. It’s 
just one of all the organizations—the hospitals, 
charities, Boy Scouts, YMCA, USO, nurseries— 
which need money. It doesn't need as much as 


most. But it needs $5322 to keep going, and 
that’s for children, 


Will they get it? We think they will. It’s a 
matter of perspective, as the veterans see it. The 
Community Chest is not a case of goals, percen- 
tages and press releases. It’s a test to see if a 
democratic community can, in a voluntary and 
neighborly way, campaign in behalf of itself. 
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Senator Vandenberg’s Pledge 

In London, Moscow and Chungking—in every 
world capital where the American election is 
watched for clues as to foreign policy—Senator 
Vandenberg’s speech pledging continuation of 
two-party co-operation in UN will be read with 
interest and assurance, 

I reassert (he said), with whatever author- 
ity that I possess, that, regardless of what 
political regime sits in Washington, you can 
count upon the whole-hearted co-operation 
of the Government of the United States in 
striving, through the United Nations, for a 
system of mutual defense against aggression 
and for organized peace-with-justice in a bet- 
ter, safer and happier world, 


This statement is brief, positive and to the 
point. Not all Republican Senators will go along 
with Senator Vandenberg, but those who do agree 
with him are sufficient in number, when added 
to like-minded Democrats, to validate the pledge. 
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Education in Action 

One of the United States Army’s great war- 
time victories was in education, and now the 
Army’s remarkable instruction techniques have 
received the sort of citation they deserve. The 
Office of Education, Carnegie Corp. and other 
groups will test Army methods, to show how the 
nation can retrieve 10,000,000 persons from a 
liability against good citftzenship—illiteracy. 

The war confronted the Army not only with 
illiteracy, which reduced the effectiveness of 
troops, but with the training of millions of 
men in technical work, languages, administra- 
tion, government and other fields. So the War 
Department called in educational experts and 
‘gave them a clear field. Their success was as- 
tonishing, but how did they do it? 


First, the Army had to work against time. So 
it organized highly concentrated courses, teach- 
ing a primary subject in all-day classes over a 
period of weeks. 


Every possible visual and mechanical aid to 
learning was used, These included maps, charts, 
movies, phonographs and working models, Stu- 
dents “learned by doing.” They heard and spoke 
a language; they worked on guns or machinery 
and watched them operate in practice and 
through films. 

Finally, students were taught why they had 
to be taught and how they could use what they 
learned. Sometimes this was a matter of self- 
preservation, sometimes of efficiency. Interest 
was aroused in the broad aspects of a course. 
For instance, an automotive instructor would 
discuss the history of the self-starter, who in- 
vented it and why. 

Perhaps this sounds elementary, and perhaps 
it is. But the Army's accomplishment merits 
envy from many a school, where the trees are 
not clear in the educational forest. What the 
Army did deserves thorough attention from pro- 


Between Book Ends 


Novel---and Tract 


THIEVES IN THE NIGHT, by Arthur Koestler. (Mac- 


millan Co., New York.) 

In the Sunday New York Times a couple 
of months ago, Arthur Koestler argued the 
cause of the Jew in Palestine much more 
succinctly and in some ways more logically 
than he does in this novel. But the obvi- 
ous advantage of the novel-form, both from 
his and the reader's point of view, is that 
the problem can be fleshed out and made 
much more immediate and urgent. 

We read not about the Jew in Palestine 
but about young Joseph, a very human and 
engaging fellow; how he and his 30-odd 
companions founded their communal farm, 
fought off the Arabs, adjusted their per- 
sonal lives to the communal cell, turned 
their rocky hill into crops and orchards, 
and by hard sense and hard labor made a 
place to which their starving and desperate 
families might come—only to find that the 
British had repudiated the promise of open 
immigration, , 

. * + 

It might be expected that Koestler, who 
spent the better part of two years as an 
active Zionist in Palestine, would brief only 
the Jewish side of the controversy. But 
though partisan, Koestler is not offensively 
biased; he makes a spirited case for the 
Jews without losing his sympathy for the 
Arabs, and he is actually able, after a deep 
breath, to speak a amall piece for the 
British. 

As a tract, then, this Is an excellent book, 
As a novel, it gets away to a slow start, 
picks up. an uneven sort of power, and 
doesn’t set any records. Much of the dia- 
logue is brilliantly done; several of the 
minor personalities are excellent; a quiet, 
ironic humor runs steadily through the 
book. But the major characters, excepting 
Joseph, are thin, and the story as a yarn 
is consistently sacrificed to politics.

Koestler is an extraordinarily interesting 
man. Hungartan-born, Vienna-educated, he 
fell into Nazi hands, survived Dachau and 
Buchenwald, did a atretch or two in the 
rougher French and Spanish prisons, es- 
caped a death sentence in Fascist Spain, 
served as a private with the British army, 
and has now settled, understandably 
enough, on a Welsh sheep farm, 

Journalist, playwright, novelist and trac- 
tarian, he writes English as though he were 
English-born. Anyone interested in his 
amazing facility in an adopted tongue will 
do well to compare his command of the 
English language in this and other recent 
books, with hig forceful and colloquial use 
of the American language in the occasional 
articles he does for the dignity-sections of 
our own press.

For those who read Loulse Baker's last 
year’s national best-seller, “Party Line,” it 
will be no surprise to discover that in “Out 
On a Limb” she has made excellent, and 
sometimes superb, reading out of the story 
of her own life. 

As a very young girl, 
n leg in an automobile accident, and the 
story of her years as a “uniped”’ will be 
not only a revelation but an inspiration to 
the thousands like her who have been con- 
fronted with similar personal disasters, 

Never for a moment depressing, “Out On 
n Limb” sometimes grows into actually hi- 
larious reading as Louise Baker tells of 
the tales she fabricated as answers to the 
oft-asked question, “How did you lose your 
leg?” At times, she pretended to be a 
daredevil lady stunt flyer who met with 
accident parachuting from a nose-diving 
plane; at others, she was a fearless alpine 
skier whose one leg was frozen off rescu- 
ing a snowbound child. 

Every chapter brings a fresh surprise, 
such as Miss Baker's lengthy deseription 
of how she painted her crutches to match 
her costumes; how she fell in love-——twice 
and went about getting her husbands to 
propose; how she toured Europe alone and 
had a better time than most people with 
the conventional number of legs. 

To others who have lost legs or arma, 
Miss Baker suggests consideration of Web- 
ster's definition of “handicap”: “A race...

KERMIT FROM THEODORE ROOSEVELT; 
edited with an introduction and prefeces 

by Will Irwin. (Charles Scribner's Sons, New Yort.) 

“We really had great fun,” wrote the 
White House's first Roosevelt to schoolboy 
Kermit off at Groton, about the presiden- 
tial party's “perfect whirl of a day” at 
the St. Louis Fair. T. R. himself streaked 
along pretty nearly as hard as he could go. 
Mother, who was “in beautiful walking 
trim,” kept right up, and “a mob of fol- 
lowers” jostied behind. 

The lover of the strenuous life was 
much interested in the North Dakota ex- 
hibit, “with my old cabin.” And he thought 
the Exposition beautiful, especially when 
illuminated at night. But it was the Philip- 
Pine exhibits which “naturally, on the 
whole, interest us most.”

U. N. Action Urged. 

The questions involved are of 
immediate importance to us.

The part of 
wisdom would seem to be for 
these gecurity aspects of inter- 
national economic policy to be 
promptly dealt with by the 
Economic and Social Council of 
the United Nations, and by the 
other appropriate agencies of that 
organization, in order that an ef- 
fort may be made to obtain an in- 
ternational agreement upon the 
necessary principles, 

For the Government of the 
United States to attempt under 
existing conditions unilaterally to 
modify its recent policy, and to 
give the regrettable impression 
that it is going to return to poli- 
cles which have been thoroughly 
discredited, can only result in 
present friction and future danger.

It is true that Nebraskans had 
fresh in mind a CIO strike in 
Omaha; that South Dakotans were 
close enough to labor difficulties 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul to 
become apprehensive; and 
that in Arizona, as also in Ne- 
braska and South Dakota, there 
may have been farmer fears that 
the CIO would attempt fo make 
good a threat to organize farm 
workers; but the judgment stands 


that approval of the constitutional 
amendments resulted from a gen- 
eral state of mind, not a specific 
one controlled by specific griev- 
ances, 

Situations in Other States, 


Two years ago Florida and 
“Arkansas adopted similar amend- 
ments. Five other states—Ala- 
bama, Colorado, Kansas, Texas 
and Wisconsin — have statutes 
which, in one way or another, re- 
strict, or may be construed to re- 
strict, unions seeking closed shop 
agreements. The Arkansas amend- 
ment did not, of itself, outlaw the 
closed shop, but it enabled the 
State Legislature to enact such a 
law. Thus far the Legislature has 
not done so. 

In some states suits have been 
filed to test the validity of these 
constitutional amendments or acts 
of the legislatures. The Florida 
amendment, challenged by unions, 
was upheld by lower United States 
courts, but last year the Supreme 
Court reversed the test case on 
the ground that there had been 
no previous ruling by the state 
courts of Florida and so the 
United States courts were without 
jurisdiction. The case is now at 
issue in ‘state courts. 

The Alabama law, which the 
United States Department of 
Labor says has not operated to 
bar closed shop contracts, pro- 
claims the freedom of every per- 
son to join or refrain from join- 
ing any labor organization. 

The Colorado law makes a closed 
shop contract illegal unless it is 
approved by a three-quarter ma- 
jority of the collective bargaining 
unit in an election conducted by 
the State Industrial Commission. 

Kansas makes closed shop agree- 
ments illegal unless authorized by 
a majority of the employes con- 
cerned in an election by secret 
ballot, 

Texas requires that labor unions 
nilow “a reasonable time” for any 
prospective employe to decide 
whether he wants to join the 
union whenever membership in a 
union is a prescribed condition of 
employment. 

Wisconsin makes it an unfair 
labor practice to enter into a 
closed shop contract unless two- 
thirds of the employes approve it 
in a secret ballot conducted by 
the State Employment Relations 
Board. Even if such a contract 
exists, the board can terminate it 
if it finds that the union has re- 
fused unreasonably to accept an 
employe as a member. 

Not exactly in this category but 
still in the general field was the 
action of Massachusetts voters last 
Tuesday, They endorsed a pro- 
posal to require labor unions to 
make public financial reports. 
This is understood to be the first 
enactment of its kind. 

What Happened in Nebraska. 


These various restrictions in the 
field of what organized labor has 
come to regard as its rights, give 
compelling interest to what hap- 
pened most recently in Nebraska, 
South Dakota and Arizona. 

When Nebraskans voted to out- 
law the closed shop Tuesday, says 
mn Nebraska observer, they were 
not voting against fellow Nebras- 
kanes who happen to be members 
of unions with closed shop con- 
tracts. They were voting against 
John I. Lewis, the CIO, strikes 
which they believe have caused 
serious shortages of farm machin- 
ery and other necessities and the 
national labor situation in general. 
There have not been many gatrikes 
in Nebraska, but Nebraskans were 
irritated by what they had read 
and heard about the labor situa- 
tions elsewhere and by shortages 
that they believed to be strike- 
caused. 

Nebraska is, to put it *luntly, 
against organized labor. The peo- 
ple are mostly farm and small- 
town folk. There are probably no 
more than 40,000 union members 
in the state. “Those damn unions” 
is often heard on street corners, 
and the name of Lewis is seldom 
mentioned without profanity. 

While the voters themselves 
were not necessarily thinking of 
any Nebraska labor-management 
trouble, the man who was the 
moving spirit of the anti-closed 
shop campaign had a very specific 
Nebraska labor difficulty on his 
mind. He was Lloyd Skinner, go- 
getting, 32-year-old executive of 
the Skinner Manufacturing Co., 
Omaha food _ processing firm. 
Skinner, who once left the family 
business and made his living sell- 
ing hosiery just to prove that he 
could do it, came home from over- 
seas service with the Army last 
winter. Shortly thereafter the 
Skinner plant was strike-bound 
for several weeks. 

Skinner Goes to Work. 

Omaha business men had been 
saying, “There ought to be a law 
R @gainst the closed shop.” Skinner

From 
that time on up to election day 
he spent most of his time working 
for the constitutional amendment. 
'In February he set out to organize 
ithe Nebraska Small Business 
'Men’s Association. Hundreds 
joined and contributed money. 
| They circulated petitions and ob- 
‘tained signatures to put the pro- 
posed amendment on the ballot. 
They called it the “right to work” 
amendment. They said it would 
give the working man freedom of 
end “labor dictatorship” 
and make labor leaders work for 
their money, 


Of course organized labor op- 
posed it bitterly, although the AFL 
and CIO went their separate ways 
in the fight. Labor called it the 
“anti-American shop” amendment. 
Labor leaders said the Small Busi- 
ness Men’s Association was fos- 
tered by “Big Business.” 

The Democratic State Central 
Committee took a stand against 
the amendment. The Democrats 
had nothing to lose; they had not 


elected anyone in Nebraska since 
1940, and, as it turned out, they 
did not elect anyone this year. 

Most political observers agreed 
from the start that the amend- 
ment would carry. The labor vote 
in this state has never carried 
much weight. All that thousands 
of Nebraska voters had to know 
was that labor leaders were 
against the amendment. If labor 
gpg were against it, they were 
or it. 


The result was decisive, With 
1861 of the state’s 2035 precincts 
counted unofficially, the result 
was: For the amendment, 195,956: 
against, 134,980. In Douglas coun- 
ty (Omaha), where most of the 
state’s labor vote is concentrated, 
the amendment lost, but the count 
was close: For, 32,941; against, 
36,173. 


Labor has already filed suit at- 
tacking the validity of signatures 
on petitions that put the proposal 
on the ballot. A suit attacking 
the constitutionality of the amend- 
ment is expected. 


The amendment prohibits “de- 
nial of employment to any person 
because of membership or non- 
Membership in or resignation or 
expulsion from a labor organiza- 
tion”; also “any contract to ex- 
clude persons from employment 
because of membership or non- 
membership in a labor organiza- 
tion.” 

The Fight in South Dakota. 

A court test is promised in 
South Dakota, also. The South 
Dakota amendment—Amendment 
B on the ballot—was patterned 
after those of Florida and Ar- 
kansas. Backers called it “more 
of a preventive than a corrective.” 


These same backers credit Dr. 
W. D. Mills of Wall, 8.D., a State 
Representative, with originating 
the measure. Mills became _ in- 
terested several years ago after 
two union leaders called on him 
to buy an advertisement in a labor 
newspaper. He turned them down. 
The labor men then threatened 
him with defeat at the next elec- 
tion, but he was re-elected and 
went back to Pierre with the draft 
of a_ constitutional amendment 
proposal in his pocket. 


Meanwhile business men in Sioux 
Falls had been viewing union ac- 
tivities in nearby Minneapolis. and 
St. Paul with alarm. They organ- 
ized the Industries Council of Sioux 
Falls. (Membership now includes 
several hundred business men, 
most of them in Sioux Falls al- 
though there are members in all 
parts of the state.) Last year the 
council decided to ask for an anti- 
closed shop law. They retained 
R. G. May of Sioux Falls as coun- 
sel and May went to Pierre for 
the 1945 session of the Legislature 
with a bill. The Legislature en- 
acted it. It became Chapter 80 of 
the laws of the 1945 session. It 
subjects violators to a fine of $300 
or 90 days’ imprisonment or both. 

May and Dr. Mills met for the 
first time at Pierre at that ses- 
sion. They worked together. 


In campaigning for the amend- 
ment, the Industrial Council 
mailed handbills to 5000 employers 
and small business men,- took 
broadcast time on eight radio sta- 
tions and used newspaper adver- 
tising. Most of South Dakota’s 
newspapers indorsed the amend- 
ment. 

Final tabulation of the vote has 
not been made, but ballots from 
1162 of 1949 precincts gave 50,807 
for, 2055 against. 


So now there is not only a con- 
stitutional amendment against the 
closed shop but also a statute. 
There is hope that these measures 
will serve to prevent serious labor 
trouble when workers pour into 
the state for Missouri River de- 
velopment projects. 


Veterans’ Fight in Arizona. 


The general picture was not 
much different in Arizona, Ari- 
zonans voted in rebellion against 
local labor, it is true, but, reflect- 
ed in the revolt, was sharp dis- 
satisfaction with John L. Lewis 
and national economic affairs. 

By a substantial margin the peo- 
ple wrote into the state constitu- 
tion this amendment: 

“No person shall be denied the 
opportunity to obtain or retain 
employment because of non-mem- 


bership in a labor organization 
nor shall the state or any gubdi- 


vision thereof or any corporation, 
individual or association of any 
kind enter into any agreement 
written or oral which excludes 
any person from 


cause of non-membership 
labor organization.”

Some were will- 
ing to join a union, but union lead- 
ers said the rolls were filled. 

“That's what started the fire,” 
says Herbert Williams of Phoenix, 
who organized the veterans. A 
committee of six sought the assist- 
ance of an ex-G.I. who was a law- 
yer and drafted the _ proposal. 
They obtained more than 32,000 
signatures to place the proposal 
on the ballot. Agricultural, busi- 
ness and professional groups ra)- 
lied to the aid of the veterans’ 
committee, supplying funds and 
campaign leadership. 

Proponents called the measure 
“the right-to-work” amendment: 
labor dubbed it the “right-to- 
starve.” 

AFL Men “Taxed” $3 Each. 

Labor leaders, particularly the 
chiefs of the Arizona Federation 
of Labor, fought the proposition 
in every move, These AF'L lead- 
ers, joined by the CIO, went out 
to raise a campaign fund, Mem- 
bers of the AFL were “taxed” $3 
each, It is estimated that labor 
spent more than $100,000 trying 
to defeat the amendment. 

Labor leaders blossomed out 
with huge campaign posters urg- 
ing people to vote “No.” The 
veterans’ committee plugged along 
with a minor display of campaign 
literature. It was the bitterest 
campaign in Arizona's 34 years as 
a state. 

While the labor leaders beat 
the drums and the veterans 
lined up agricultural, business 
and professional groups, a silent 
group was preparing to go to the 
polls, and did. They were the 
housewives. Frustrated in their 
immediate postwar hopes of 
getting new household appli- 
ances and irked at OPA, the 
housewives whispered condemna- 
tions of John LL. Lewis and local 
labor leaders. A check revealed 
that some of the housewives 
were wives of members of labor 
unions, 

“IT think the housewives are en- 
titled to most of the credit for 
adoption of the amendment,” says 
George Hill, the ex-G.l, attorney 
who helped draft it. 

The latest tabulation of the re- 
turns showed: 54,237 for; 41,401 
against, 

Almost immediately labor lead- 
ers announced a suit would be 
filed in state courts to. test 
whether the amendment contra- 
venes the United States Constitu- 
tion, specifically the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

As nearly as can be determined, 
these developments in Nebraska, 
South Dakota and Arizona have 
had little impact on _ politically- 
minded Washington, They are 
rural states, where the anti-union 
sentiment is always the strongest. 
But these states have Senators and 
Representatives who help make 
the laws for the whole country, 
and these Congressmen may be 
joined by many urban Republi- 
cans and Southern Democrats who 
are dissatisfied with the way labor 
leaders have conducted’ them- 
selves in the last 14 years, Re- 
publicans elected to Congress Over 
organized labor opposition prob- 
ably feel that resentment more 
than the people at large. Only 
restraint by labor leaders can pre- 
vent the next Congress from put- 
ting that resentment into national 
law.

CLEVELAND, N.C., Nov. 9 (AP) 
BACKWOODS school teacher 
A died here Nov. 15, 1846, and now 
—a full century later—Caro- 
linians, convinced that the story 
he told was true, still are trying 
to substantiate his deathbed claim 
that he was Michel Ney, Na- 
poleon’s Marshal of France. 

By historical account the 
Marshal, Duke of Elchingen, 
Prince of the Moskowa and one 
of Bonaparte’s most favored gen- 
erals and trusted lieutenants, died 
before a firing squad in the Lux- 
embourg gardens Dec. 7, 1815, 
after Napoleon’s final defeat at

However, Peter Stewart Ney, 
the Carolina schoolmaster, insisted 
on his deathbed that he was the 
French Marshal. He said he had 
escaped the firing squad by a 
complicated ruse, made his way 
to the United States to wander 
the young nation’s frontiers and 
finally sought refuge in teaching. 
It was a story at which he had 
often hinted during his lifetime 
when liquor had loosened his 
tongue, 


Death: Enigma Deepened. 
“ime has only deepened 
enigma of his death. Books have 
been written in support 
story. Other books have debunked 
his claims. Carolinians interested 
in unraveling the twisted threads 
of the Ney mystery have formed 
a Ney Memorial Association and 
there is a continuing search for 
further indisputable evidence.

Sailing with Ney from France, 
the legend says, were Pasqual Lu- 
ciani, a relative of Napoleon, and 
Gen. Count Charles Lefebre-De- 
snouttes of Napoleon's staff. Le- 
febre-Desnouttes tried unsuccess- 
fully to found a French colony at 
White Bluff, now Demopolis, Ala., 
and was drowned in a shipwreck 
while returning to France.

| say that Ney visited him here. 

An Omaha attorney, Marshal

arranged. Doorways to the small 
dining room were open, and 
through them long lines of

America Opens Its Arms to 


Waifs 


Of Europe's War-Torn Lan

NEW YORK, Nov. 9. 

N the night that Irina Najben- 
Qe was born in a shattered, 

straw-strewn shack near Salz- 
burg, tracer bullets made a weird 
pattern of fireworks in the sky. 
Flaming. planes plummeted to 
earth like falling stars. The dead- 
ly din of exploding bombs, ma- 
chine gun fire and the awful 
racket of artillery shells ‘Wwel- 
comed little Irina into this world. 

Tenderly, after she had deliv- 
ered herself of the infant without 
help, Irina’s mother wrapped her 
precious child in a bit of old 
sacking and covered her with 
some dirty newspapers. Two 
weeks later, Irina’s father was 
marched off to death in a Nazi 
concentration camp and_e the 
mother was bayoneted to death 
as she clung to her persecuted 
husband. 

Irina, asleep in the dirty straw, 
escaped the Gestapos’ attention. 
Two days later, a peasant woman, 
seeking refuge in the shack, found 
Irina, near death from cold and 
starvation. The peasant woman 
fanned the feeble spark that was 
left in Irina’s body and cared for 
her until an American G.I, eventu- 
ally heard this touching story 
and persuaded the peasant wom- 
an to place little Irina in an 
American army camp for dis- 
placed persons. 

Today the baby Irina is in an 
American foster home. She is one 
of the some 300-odd lucky or- 
phans of the great storm who 
have already been brought to the 
United States on permanent Visas 
by the United States Committee 
for the Care of European Chil- 
dren. 

Eventually, the committee, act- 
ing for Jewish, Catholic and Pro- 
estant relief organizations and 
with the permission of President 
Truman, hopes to transplant to 
America 8,000 of these orphans 
who have none left in their home- 
lands to love and care for them. 
Right now 4in Bremerhaven, 200 
await their transportation to this 
land that promises them a new 
life. Their sailing has been post- 
poned because shipping schedules 
were thrown off during recent 
dock. strikes In New York, but 
soon they will be on their way. 

And during the 12 months of 
next year the committee hopes to 
bring an average of 100 of these 
orphans to the United States each 
month. 

At the New York headquarters 
of the United States Committee 
for the Care of Furopean Children, 
this reporter listened for the bet- 
ter part of an afternoon to the 
tragic stories of these walifs of 
war-torn Europe. Having seen 
thousands like them during the 
months when the Allied armies 
were setting free the enslaved 
peoples of occupied countries, I 
can vouch that these individual 
stories are not exaggerated. 

There was the story of the 
Estonian girl, 17-year-old Evelyn 
Dagmar Ott, Evelyn refused to 
give the Nazi salute when. the 
Germans swarmed through Es- 
tonia and was condemned to hard 
labor in a Nazi factory on a star- 
vation diet. Grown too ill and weak 
to perform factory labor, she was 
assigned to the gruesome task of 
assisting Nazi doctors in post 
mortem examinations in their 
murder mills. It was at this job 
she was discovered by the liberat- 
ing Americans and found her way 
to a displaced persons camp, from 
which she was selected under the 
stringent regulations governing 
parentiess children in each na- 
tionality quota. 

There is the story of Milan 
Ochodnicky, a 16-year-old Czech 
boy. Milan’s father, mother and 
three sisters were slaughtered by 
the Nazis at the Infamous Maut- 
hausen murder camp. Milan, him- 
self, was given the job of helping 
the German assigned to stuffing 
the bodies into crematory ovens 
and saw the bodies of his own 
mother and father pushed into 
the flames. 

* * 

HERE is the story of 8&-year- 
Tova Brigitte Poeretski and her 

baby sister, Ingrida. Brigitte 
remembers their birthplace’ in 
Riga, Latvia. She remembers,. too, 
that the Nazis took away her fa- 
ther and made her mother work 
long hours in a factory. Then one 
day Nazi women in uniform came, 
while the mother was at work, 
and took both her and Ingrida 
off to a place where there were 
many little children. 

“We were taught to speak in 
German and say ‘Heil Hitler’ and 
many other strange things,” ex- 
plained this shy little girl who 
still hopes that by some strange 
turn of fate her mother or father 
may still be alive. 

There are other stories — hun- 
dreds of other stories; of a Polish 
boy who had the job of cutting 
down the dead bodies of men and 
women hanged by the Germans 
in the horro camps; of an eight- 
month-old Polish baby, whose 
father was killed by the Nazis 
before he was born and whose 
mother, after brutal treatment in 
a Nazi concentration camp, failed 
to survive his birth; of the golden- 
haired little girl, found in a road- 
side ditch by American G.Ls and 
placed in the care of a Russian 
doctor liberated from a slave 
labor camp. 

Representatives at the commit- 
tee’'s reception center in New 
York tell how this golden-haired 
child arrived in the United States 
with a photograph and a note 
carefully tucked among her pitiful 
belongings. The photograph was

of the Russian doctor who had 
cared for her. The note was ad- 
dressed “To Whom It May Con- 
cern: 

“She was found a weak and sick 
child and given to the hospital as 
nobody wanted to take care of 
her. I took her because I had to, 
being the doctor. Then I began to 
be fond of her, care for her as I 
should my own child, I beg you to 
show her this photo when she will 
be old enough to understand and, 
if conditions change, to let me see 
her some time—Dr, Dmitry Klijut- 
achareff.” 

When this little girl arrived in 
America, her visa bore the name 
“Irina Niadenov.” The “Irina,” in 
all probability, will be anglicized 
to “Irene” and her American fos- 
ter parents almost certainly will 
do something about her last name, 
which was given her by the Rus- 
sian doctor for lack of another. 
“Niadenov” is Russian for “‘found- 
ling.”

F those who suffered during 
() i» great war in Europe, none 

have endured more than the 
babies and children orphaned by 
the invading Nazis, These children 
saw their homes destroyed and 
their belongings seized. They saw 
their parents shot down in cold 
blood, doomed to gas chambers or 
driven off to slave labor camps, 
there to die of abuse, starvation 
and neglect. Many of these or- 
phans, old enough to labor, were 
made Nazi slaves. 

When the was was over, their 
only hope for life was in some 
American camp for displaced per- 
sons. But with the resumption of 
quota immigration came Presi- 
dent Truman’s statement accom- 
panying the immigration directive 
saying: “Of the displaced persons 
and refugees whose entrance into 
the United States we will permit 
under this plan, it is hoped that 
the majority will be orphaned 
children.” 

In these words lay a new hope 
for the waifs of war, 

“The machinery employed in its 
wartime work, when the commit- 
tee provided temporary American 
haven and care for babies and 
children brought here from the 
bombed and bomb-threatened 
areas of the British Isles and 
Europe, placed the United States 
Committee for the Care of Furo- 
pean Children, together with its 
co-operating agencies, in the best 
possible position to handle the 
war orphans who now, under Gov- 
ernment directive, come to Amer- 
ica, not as temporary guests, but 
as bona fide immigrants,” a Com- 
mittee official said, 

Before a war orphan is issued 
a visa by the American consulate 
and confided to the care of the 
United States Committee, the 
child must be given a physical 
examination; have a dossier as- 
sembled containing all available 
information on the child and its 
family's history; be proved 
through a thoroughgoing search 
by the UNRRA Tracing Bureau 
to have no parents or relatives; 
be accepted by the United States 
government officer responsible 
for setting up quotas and screened 
by the United States Army for 
security clearance, 

Once having passed these tests, 
the orphan is confided to the care 
of the United States Committee for 
the Care of European Children, 
which. ogranization assumes the 
responsibility for the transporta- 
tion of the children to the dock 
at Bremerhaven; the trans-Atlan- 
tic passage costs; escort service 
aboard ship; reception § service 
upon their arrival and mainte- 
nance during the several weeks 
of rehabilitation and orientation 
at the Committee’s reception 
center, necessary before these 
orphans can be plunged into their 
new life. 

The committee guarantees that

the care of each child shall con- 
form to the standards established 
by the United States Children’s 
Bureau and that the children will 
not become public charges. It 
even goes farther than that; a 
trust fund has been set up to take 
care of any contingencies that 
may arise from that guarantee, 


For these orphaned youngsters, 
this beginning of a new life in a 
new country is often a frightening 
experience. When the first group 
of 67 orphans arrived last May, 
the committee’s workers at the 
reception center thought it best 
to separate the children under six 
from the rest of the group. The 
older children were terror-strick- 
en when the bables were taken 
away. As the workers tried to 
calm them, they discovered that 
the older children thought the 
babies were being taken away to a 
gas chamber. To convince the 
older children that this was not 
so. and to keep them convinced 
that the babies were all well and 
happy, little groups were taken

daily to visit the nursery in an- 
other part of the reception center. 

At the center, during their stay 
before being placed in _ foster 
homes and institutions, the newly 
arrived orphans are introduced to 
American ways, American food, 
are outfitted with new clothing 
and begin their study of our lan- 
guage. While this program is go- 
ing on, the case history and char- 
acter of each child is studied to 
determine the type of foster home 
or institution that will best fit the 
child and insure his future devel- 


opment, 
F many of the orphans brought 

to this country show few signs 
of the miseries they endured dur- 
ing the great war. In the camps 
for displaced persons, they have 
received good food and care and 
many of them look surprisingly 
healthy. 

But UNRRA workers abroad tell 
of the pitiful state of these child- 
ren at the end of the war. Pale 
almost to the point of transpar- 
ency, they had pipe-stem legs and 
their little stomachs were swollen 
with the puffiness that comes of 
starvation. Many had enormous 
feet with great splayed heels that 
came from standing long hours on 
the concrete floors of Nazi slave 
factories. 

They were dirty, with matted 
hair. Many were lousy and clothed 
in only a scant covering of rags. 

The children coming to Amer- 
ica now are know to have no par- 
ents alive. In the six sailings, be- 
ginning last May 20th, the greatest 
number of orphans were between 
15 and 17 years of age, with a 
ratio of three boys to one girl. 
They are of Catholic, Jewish and 
Protestant faiths and represent 
many nationalities, including Pol- 
ish, Austrian, German, Hungarian, 
Latvian, Czechoslovakian, Ukrain- 
inn, Lithuanian, Romanian, Eston- 
ian and Greek. Many are “state- 
less” children, born while their 
parents were in slavery and now 
without records of any kind to 
indicate their nationalities. 
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The committee emphasizes that 
persons interested in adopting one 
of these war-orphaned children 
should address their correspond- 
ence to their own pastor or one of 
the local child welfare agencies, 
The committee, cannot conduct 
correspondence relative to adop- 
tion proceedings with individuals. 


Due to the dissolution of the 
National War Fund, whose final 
grants applied to the 1946 budget 
of the committee, funds to conduct 
the committee’s work are now be- 
ing sought in an appeni to the 
public. The goal of this appeal ts 
$800,000. Contributions matled to 
the committee at 140 Cedar street 
in New York will be used to help 
the thousands of destitute, or- 
phaned and lonely children who still 
crowd the displaced persons camps 
in Europe. These children have 
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no home to go to, no known rela- 
tives to help them and no future 
except what can be promised them 
through help of the United States 
Committee, 

Of this future, a little Polish 
girl recently wrote in an essay for 
her English examination at the 
committee reception center in 
New York: 

“Long ago atill In my familly- 
home, I imagined me frequent my 
future, and always I saw me as a 
doctor who give help sick people, 
I spoke very often with my moth- 
er about my future, and her great 
desire was to see me a doctor. 
Later cames the war, and brought 
me very sadly days. Now, all my 
family is dead, and I am alone 
among a lot of strange people. 
My past was very bloody, and 
worse, and I don't know what will 
bring me the future, but I think 
that if I only had an opportunity 
to learn, I will learn as much as 
T can. IT know that this will be 
very difficult, but I would like, 
that anywhere my mother is, she 
might be proud of me.”

{ LTHOUGH many months have 


passed since the ending of the 
war, the suffering they endured 
during the tragic years of the 
German occupation has remained 
fresh in the minds of many of 
these homeless waifs now coming 
to America, Over and over they 
ask of the escorts of the commit- 
tee who accompany them aboard 
ship: “Do thev have crematoriums 
in America?” “Will our new 
home have barbed wire around

At the reception center the other 
day, a 16-year-old Polish boy 
named Jonkiel Glinzman told his 
story. He was barely 12 when he 
saw the German police shoot 
down his father and then load 
his mother, his cousins and other 
relatives oh a transport bound for 
a Nazi crematorium, It was then 
that the grim game between Jon- 
kiel and the Gestapo began —a 
game played in the woods and 
fields of four mid-European coun- 
tries or in the hovels of their 
cities—a game of many hardships, 
tense situations and close calls 
for Jonkiel 
He was finally befriended by 
troops of the American Army and 
only recently arrived in New York 
under the protec tion of the United 
States Committee. After two days 
at the reception center, he ap- 
proached one of the workers, 
smiled shyly and said his first 
words of English—‘In America, 
I will live again my lost youth.”

CCORDING to the gentleman 

named Hooper who tells the 

big and little shots of the air- 
ways just how many people are 
listening to their programs, about 
20 million American homes tune 
in on Saturday nights to get an 
earful of William Bendix in his 
homespun characterization of Ches- 
ter A. Riley. 


This is a good figure for radio. 
And if it proves anything it 
proves that: the average American 
family likes to sit down in front 
of the cabinet console and listen 
to a show which is often pub- 
licized as “the average American 
family.” After a day filled with 
your own worries, it’s nice to be 
able to relax in front of a radio 
and listen to someone else’s trou- 
bles. 


This was the theory of Irving 
Brecher, a highly successful for- 
mer gag man and writer, who is 
the lock-stock-and-barrel owner of 
“Life of Riley,” which is heard 
in St. Louis over station KSD. 
Brecher was weary of the general 
run of heavy radio dramas and 
had been thinking for some years 
that there ought to be a place on 
the air for a so-called “typical” 
family whose troubles were funny 
but never tragic. 


He wrote a script called “The 
Flotsam Family,” which he put 
on the air with Groucho Marx as 
the father of the family. The 
studio audience howled, but no- 
body stood up cheering ready to 
buy the show. Cautious adver- 
tisers could laugh at Groucho’s 
wise cracks, but they couldn’t see 
the punning Marx Brother as the 
head of a serious family. 


One day Brecher saw Bill Ben- 
dix in a movie, and knew he had 
found his family man. A few 
weeks later Bendix was living the 
Life of Riley. 


A gent who goes into anything 
for all its worth, Bendix is thor- 
oughly sold on radio; just as he 
became thoroughly sold on pic- 
tures when he stumbled into them 
five years ago. 

“I played my first motion -pic- 
ture scene without knowing ex- 
actly where the camera was,” says 
Bill, “Believe me, I know where 
it is now. And I try to stay in 
front of it.”

E was born on Jan, 14, 1906, 
H on New York’s East Side— 

Forty-first street and Third 
avenue to be exact—the only son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Bendix. 
The father, a veteran of the Span- 
ish-American war, was an accom- 
plished musician, as were Wil- 
liam’s two uncles. But the young 
Bendix did not inherit the family 
musical bend. He wanted to be a 
baseball player. 

Bendix’s first job was as a bat 
boy for the New York Giants and 
he thought his future was clearly 
cut out for him when he was in- 
vited to accompany the team south 
for the spring training season. Mr. 
and Mrs. Bendix thought differ- 
ently, however, and Bill stayed 
home and took reluctant lessons 
on the fiddle. 

For the record, though, he did 
Manage to get in some semi-pro 
baseball during the next few years 
and still is one of Hollywood's 
most ardent fans. 

He attended New York Public 
School No. 5 and the Townsend 
Harris preparatory school for two 
years. He didn’t take part in 
school dramatics and his first par- 
ticipation in theatricals was with 
the Henry Street Settlement House 
Players whom he joined when he 
was 16 years old. For two years he 
appeared in Henry Street shows, 
but didn’t think seriously of mak- 
ing a career out of the stage.

waned. He married a childhood 
sweetheart, Therese Stefanotty, 
and they have a daughter, Lor- 
raine, now 15 years old. Bendix 
had settled down to a placid mer- 
cantile life in Orange, N. J., and 
was the manager of a large gro- 
cery store in 1935 when depression 
hit his business. He decided to 
make a living in some other field. 

With a funny face and a flair 
for entertaining, he had, from 
time to time, done turns as a 
master of ceremonies in honky- 
tonk clubs and cabarets. So now 
he cast about seriously for a place 
in show business and landed a job 
with the New Jersey Federal The- 
ater project. He played in Sin- 
clair Lewis’s “It Can’t Happen 
Here” and other Federal Theater 
productions for a couple of years. 


Then Louis Simon, head of the 
New Jersey project, introduced 
him to Cheryl Crawford of the 
New York Theater Guild, who was 
casting for her first independent 
Broadway production. She gave 
him roles in six consecutive plays 
—most of which played to a smat- 
tering of Theater Guild subscrib- 
ers and hardly anyone else. But 
it was a start, 
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N November 1939, the Theater 

Guild’s production of Saroyan's 

“Time of Your Life” opened, 
with Bendix in the role of Krupp, 
the policeman. Both the play and 
Bendix were hits. They stayed 
on Broadway for a year and the 
next season went on tour. 

Bill was back on Broadway re- 
hearsing for a new play in May 
1941, when M.-G.-M. signed him 
for the part of the tavern keeper 
in “Woman of the Year.”

Coward Pops aRabbit 
Out of His Silk Hat

NEW YORK. 

OEL COWARD'S latest contribution to the admiration of his 
N admirers is called “Present Laughter.” Like other of his con- 

tributions, it grimly adheres to his established pattern, which 
consists in blowing soap bubbles through an upturned nose. That 
it is quite a trick, no one will deny, particularly no one who is likely 
to mistake an upturned nose for an upturned mind and a studiously 
acquired attitude for a born superior air, 

The enjoyment of a trick, however, is not necessarily confined 
to those who can’t see through it. One may look at the materializa- 
tion of a large bucket of wine oit of the thin air, for instance, a dozen 
times and, though quite aware that the thing is done via the con- 
jurer’s amplitudinous robe, still permit one’s self a childish pleasure. 
Such pleasure may also be derived from Mr. Coward’s prestidigita- 
tions, even though what he materializes is often more like a small 
giass of water. He is gifted with the patter cleverly to distract one’s 
attention from his modug operandi; he shrewdly sees to it that his 
robe is of modish design and so on its own attractive to the dear 
ladies in the house; and he seldom, to his credit, pretends that his 
hocus-pocus igs anything but hocus-pocus. He leaves that to those 
of his critics who, in their artlessly rapt concentration on his patter, 
fail to see the slight behind his trick and persuade themselves that 
it is not a trick at all but rather something dramatically supernatural.

IT IS THESE AMONG Mr. Coward's fans who detect in his 
beguiling chit-chat, which is of the transparent obliquity of Fred 
Keating's in connection with the vanishing canary, a magical wit, 
and in his plays not the mere small glass of water but the bucket 
of wine, vintage. It is these who in their almost volitional déception 
convince themselves that what is essentially a legerdemain matinee 
show, and diverting enough as such, is dialogue as trenchant as 
Wilde's and characterization as droll as Sheridan’s. It is these, also, 
who see a play’s style in the cut of its actors’ evening clothes and 
dressing gowns and a play's literary color in terms of its valet, butler, 
or footmen. 

It is not these, on the other hand, who are critically conscious 
of the fact that Mr. Coward’s performances are plays which inevitably 
adjure body simply because their author has none, and which may 
more or less accurately be described as combining the best features 
of a society column with the worst features of W. S. Maugham, the 
whole illustrated by an imitator of Sacha, Guitry.

“PRESENT LAUGHTER,” the latest demonstration of Mr. 
Coward's virtuosity in playwriting that deftly conceals the absence 
of a play, deals with a stage idol and the three women in his life: 
the routine stage-struck young girl, the predatory female, and the 
wife who, though not sharing his bed and board, nevertheless con- 
tinues to be interested in his welfare. The dealing is conducted 
entirely in what is intended as “smart” talk and, when the latter is 
exhausted, duly winds up, as may be anticipated, with the wife again 
in her actor mate’s arms. 

Some of the talk is amusing in the superficially sophisticated 
way familiar to Mr. Coward’s audiences; some of it is of the equally 
familiar species that palms a pansy and prestos it into the semblance 
of a Johnny-jump-up; and more of it has recourse to dressing up 
feminine views in masculine clothes by way of achieving some 
fancied slight weight.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


It Settles Down to Job of Working Out World's Problems

HE General Assembly of the 51 United 
Nations last week had shifted from 
verbal preliminaries to the hard work 

of trying to iron out controversial interna- 
tional issues. Activity of the first session 
in the United States centered on committee 
meetings. There, as with the United States 
Congress, issues will be discussed, worked 
over, given definite form before going to 
the Assembly in plenary (general) meeting 
for consideration. 

Among major issues to be threshed out 
by committees is the disarmament proposal 
of Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov, involv- 
ing the atomic bomb. Others are the big 
power veto in the Security Council; Russia's 
proposal for a survey of Allied troops in 
non-enemy countries; creation of a Trustee- 
ship Council; admission of new members; 
proposed action against Dictator Franco of 
Spain and his government; the United States 
proposal for an international refugee organ- 
ization; selection of permanent United Na- 
tions headquarters; election of three suc- 
cessors to Security Council memberships.

Meadow, New York City. Committees meet 
eight miles away at Lake Success, interim 
headquarters of United Nations. The cur- 
rent meeting is part two of a session which 
began last January in London; it is sched- 
uled to end December. 7. Delegates and 
their aids total nearly 3000 persons. 

The General Assembly is the parlia- 
ment—the legislative body—of the United 
Nations, representing the governments of 
80 per cent of the world’s 2,200,000,000 
people. This parliament meets annually; 
special sessions may be called at request 
of Security Council or a majority of United 
Nations. It makes proposals to Security 
Council, which, like the Trusteeship and 
Economic and Social councils, reports to it

Assembly has no power to alter Secu- 
rity Council decisions, but may suggest 
changes; it has final authority over all other 
organs of United Nations. It passes on, and 
supervises, trusteeship agreements, controls 
United Nations finances and admits new 
members; fosters development in cultural, 
social, economic, health and other fields.

Applying squeegee to a twenty-fifth floor window, Frank J. Radtke is 
as unconcerned about the implications of his position as if his feet were 
planted firmly on the sidewalk, dimly seen about 300 feet below. He is 
on the south side of the Southwestern Bell Telephone building, 1010 Pine 
street, and within some 70 feet of its top. At lower left of picture is 
Eleventh street, torn up for laying of a steam line. 

On other sides, the building rises in a series of setbacks; here the 
expanse between observer and ground is one sheer, unbroken drop. 
It's all the same to Radtke. In an out-of-work period 24 years ago he got

His first act after stepping out on a ledge is to attach 
steel hooks on ends of his belt to bronze lugs imbedded in masonry at each 
side of the window. In addition, there is a steel hand-hold built into every 
sash frame. 


In about 43 working days, Radtke and another worker wash all 2439 
windows above ground level in the building, at the rate of about nine an 
hour. Radtke, 54 years old, has never regarded his job as particularly
